Your sub-committee met at Plot No. 4, the Davis Property, 
at Pine Grove, at 10 a.m. on the above date. 


1. Arrangements were made to carry on the cutting and 
skidding of fuel wood as fast as possible and prices put on 
the wood as follows: stove wood $3 per cord in sma!l quantities 
and $2.75 for large amounts; Three foot wood $10 per cord for 
hard wood and $7.50 for soft wood. ‘All prices F.O.B. the 
bush. 


2. Plot No. 1 Bonnie Heath. That we advertise for tend- 
ers in the Brantford Expositor, Simcoe Reformer and Delhi 
News-Record, on the sale of the old pine bush near the north- 
west corner of the Plot, lot 8, concession 12, Townsend. The 
highest or any tender not necessarily accepted. Which recom- 
mendation was approved at the December 1943 meeting. 


3. Purchase of land.. We recommend the purchase of 50 
to 100 acres, or there abouts, of land suitable for Reforesta- 
tion, if such land can be had at a reasonable price. 


4. Your Committee recommend that: no action be taken 
on the permanent appointment of an outside member to the 
Committee, as requested by the Chamber of Commerce. 


5. If, at any time, the Sub-Committee feel the necessity 
of outside advice, they will communicate with Mr. Newman of 
the Reforestry Station who has expressed his willingness to 
co-cperate. Your Committee greatly appreciate Mr. Newman’s 


co-operation in the past.

To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: 

Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

During the first five months of the year 1944 consider- 
able work was accomplished in the way of cutting of fuelwood 
chiefly on Plot 4, the Davis Property, 315 cords of 3 foot 
wood and 200 cords of stove wood, all of which is on hand. 
186% cords of wood was sold and paid for. Under brushing 
was done and all brush burned. 


< 
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We purchased 75 acres in Windham for $1400, 65 acres 
cleared. Also 50 acres in Woodhouse for $1500, 45 acres 
cleared and d acres of timber. 

Spot planting has been done as follows: 

Plot 1—Bonnie Heath, 1500 red pine, 200 white ash, 200 soft 
maple. 

Plot 4—Davis, 9400 soft maple, 28,400 red pine. 

Plot 6—Morden’s School Property, 5,000 scotch pine. 

Plot 10—Payne property, 5,000 white pine. 

Plot 14—Jenny Lind property, 1,500 soft maple, 900 red 
pine, 500 white ash. 

Plot 15—Tait property, 6,300 soft maple, 6000 white ash 

5000 red pine, 2700 elm. 

Plot 16-—--Baden Powell, 2700 scctch pine 4700 soft maple 

6300 white ash, 4000 red pine, 4000 white pine. 

New Plot in Windham 10,000 larch, 8,600 white pine, 2 000 
elm, 1300 white ash. 


TOTAL number of trees 132,200. 


We recommend that the plots go by numbers instead of 
names. Also the vepainting and erecting of signs. 


On Wednesday, May 30, the Committee, with the Warden 
made a tour of the area and visited 9 of the 16 plots. Our 
recommendation is that all fire lanes be either plowed or disced 
to safeguard the plantations. That some trimming be done on 
the Payne propety.
